Why do You Plough 
Your G round?— 


Hints for Truck Grow ers. 


After reading my article on “Soil 
Preparation” over again I feel 
that I was too brief in some re­ 
spects—for fear of occupying too 
much space—to do this very im­ 
portant subject anything like the 
justice it deserves. 
This time I wish to emphasize 
especially the importance of doing 
this deep plowing and sub-soiling 
or “following with the scooter as 
early in the fall after the crops are 
off, as it can be gotten at; while 
the soil and sub-soil is compara­ 
tively dry. 
October and Novem­ 
ber are ordinarily good months for 
ibis work. 
At this time of the 
year if the weather is dry and cool 
the sap is going out of the grass 
and weeds and stalks to a great 
advantage in aiding vegetable mold 
or humus to the soil which is of 
great value in building up the fer­ 
tility of our land; while to turn 
them under in a rank, growing 
or green state would work a posi­ 
tive injury for an acid is formed 
at once that not only destroys the 
vegetable matter, but sours the 
soil at the same time and puts it 
in bad condition. 
It would be 
better to let it alone entirely. 
In 
case you have cotton 
growing, 
green with “second growth,’’ on 
the land a stalk cutter should be 
run oyer them a few days ahead 
of the plows. 
Six or eight inches actual meas­ 
urement on the land side of the 
furrow is deep enough to run the 
turning plow or invert the soil on 
ordinary land, but the scooter fol­ 
lowing should go down as deep as 
the team you have to it can pull 
it. 
The sub-soil or clay should be 
simply loosened up deep in the 
bottom of the furrow and not 
thrown up on the top of your 
plowed ground; this is why the 
scooter or a regular sub-soil plow 
is recommended. 
Of course it would not do to 
sub-soil on top

One does not have to be a very 
close observer to notice during a 
down-pour of rain that the water 
will first begin to run on the sur­ 
face of a yard, street or road; next 
on the unplowed field; then on 
the shallow plowed field and last 
from the deep plowed 
ground. 
Water never flows from the surface 
of a farinas field that it doesn’t 
rob him more or less of his soil 
fertility and he is made poorer, 
not only by the loss of plant food 
and soil, but from the loss of the 
water itself. 
Th§ observer will also notice 
that the first water to flow on the 
road or the shallow plowed field is 
more or or less muddy (away goes 
the fine soil particles and soluble 
plant food) and as the rain con­ 
tinues the flowing water gradually 
becomes clearer—the fine particles 
and fertility is gone from the sur­ 
face. 
Probably by this time the 
water has started to run on the 
surface of the deep plowed field— 
the rain is unusually long and 
heavy—but he will notice that the

since 1890 is made up of 6,744,179 males 
and 6,189,452 females, an increase of 
20.9 per cent of males aud 21.3 of fe­ 
males. 
The foreigu-born element has 
increased over 12.4 per cent and the na­ 
tive-born population 32.6 per cent since 
1890. 
As to color and race, tho population 
in 1900 comprises 66,990,802 white per­ 
sona aud 9,312,585 colored persons, the 
latter comprising 8,840,875 persons of 
negro descent. 
The colored element as 
a whole aho wa an iuorease of 1-7.6 per 
cont siuoe 1890.

W ashington, Oct. 19.— Captain F. E. 
Chadwick, who was in command of Ad­ 
m iral 
Sampson’s flagship, the New 
York, and who also wa* chief of the 
adm iral’s staff during the war w ith 
Spain, testified before the Schley naval 
coart fo ra short time Friday afternoon. 
Captain Chadwick’s testimony related 
very largely to dispatches sent by Ad­ 
miral Sampson to Commodore Schley 
w hile the latter lay off Cienfuegos in 
May, 1898, and to the codo of signals 
agreed upon between Captain McCall* 
of the Marblehead and (ho Caban forces 
operating near Cienfuegos. 
Ho said 
this code had not been sent to Commo­ 
dore Sohley by dispatch because Capt. 
McCal1* expected to join the commodore 
immediately aud communicate the oodo 
to him. 
Captain Chadwick told of being pres­ 
ent at an interview between Admiral 
Sampson aud Commodore Sohley, in 
which the latter had expressed his in­ 
tention to be loyal to the commander- , 
in-cbief. He related iu detail the change 
of opinion concerning the whereabouts 
of Oervera’s fleet by A dm iral Sampson 
on May 91 between the sending of the 
two dispatches of that date by Admiral 
Sampson to Commodore Schley, one of 
which was dated at Key West aud the 
other at Havana. 
Captain Chadwick 
said he had not approved 
Admiral 
Sampson’s dispatch on May 38. congrat­ 
ulating Commodore Schley on his ac­ 
complishments to th at date. 
Lieutenant O. 
Dewey, nephew of 
Admiral Dewey, who was a watch offi­ 
cer on the Massachusetts was the sec­ 
ond witness. 
He placed the distance of 
the blockading line under Commodore 
Sohley from the mouth of Santiago har­ 
bor at five to eight miles away, the dis­ 
tance being about the Mime day and 
night. 
There was, he said, no partic­ 
ular formation of the vessels.

testified as to the bombardment of the 
Colon, but his evidence brought out 
nothing new.

SOIL PREPARATION. 


Why do You Plough 
Your Ground?— 


Hints for Truck Growers. 


After reading my article on “Soil 


P reparation” over again I feel 
th at I was too brief in some re ­ 
spects—for fear of occupying too 
much space—to do this very im ­ 
portant subject anything like the 
justice it deserves. 
This tim e I wish to em phasize 
especially the im portance of doing 
this deep plowing and sub-soiling 
or “ following with the scooter as 
early in the fall after the crops are 
off, as it can be gotten at; while 
the soil and sub-soil is com para­ 
tively d ry . 
October and Novem­ 
ber are ordinarily good m onths for 
ibis work. 
At this time of the 
year if the weather is dry and cool 
the sap is going out of the grass 
and weeds and stalks to a great 
advantage in aiding vegetable mold 
or hum us to the soil which is of 
great value in building up the fer­ 
tility of our land; while to tu rn 
them under in a rank, growing 
or green state would work a posi­ 
tive injury for an acid is formed 
at once th at not only destro y s the 
vegetable m atter, but sours the 
soil at the same tim e and puts it 
in bad condition. 
I t would be 
better to let it alone entirely. 
In 
case you have cotton 
growing, 
green with “ second growth**1 on 
the land a stalk cutter should be 
run over them a few days ahead 
of the plows. 
Six or eight inches actual m eas­ 
urem ent on the land side of the 
furrow is deep enough to run the 
tu rn in g plow or invert the soil on 
ordinary land, but the scooter fol­ 
lowing should go down as deep as 
the team you have to it can pull 
it. 
The sub-soil or clay should be 
sim ply loosened up deep in the 
bottom of the furrow and not 
throw n up on the top of your 
plowed ground; this is why the 
scooter or a regular sub-Boil plow 
is recom m ended. 
Of course it would not do to 
bring much of the sub-soil on top 
at any one time unless you have a 
very deep soil rich in hum us; but 
by bringing up a little more each

season to the action of the atm os­ 
phere, harrow and cultivator and 


at the same tim e burying all tho 
vegetable m atter we can, we make 


poor, shallow soils 
deeper and 


richer. 
It pays well to loosen the ground 
deep in the fall while it is dry, if, 
for no other reason, than that of 
storing water or soil m oisture dur­ 
ing the winter and spring rainy 
seasons for the use of the com ing 
crop in seasons of drouth, ami to 
prevent 
washing of 
the 
su r­ 
face soil and wasting of plant 
food 
that you have 
made sol­ 
uble 
for 
the 
use 
of 
your 
crop by plowing, harrow ing and 
cultivating th at otherwise would 
be carried away by heavy rains to 
m ake the creek and river bottoms 
richer or carried out and lost en­ 
tirely in the ocean waste. 
One does not have to be a very 
close observer to notice during a 
down-pour of rain th at the water 
will first begin to run on the sur­ 
face of a yard, street or road; next 
on the unplowed field; then on 
the shallow plowed field and last 
from the deep plowed 
ground. 
W ater never Hows from the surface 
of a farmdk’s field that it doesn’t 
rob him more or less of his soil 
fertility and he is made poorer, 
not only by the loss of p lan t food 
and soil, but from the loss of the 
water itself. 
The observer will also notice 
th at the first water to flow on the 
road or the shallow plowed field is 
more or or less m uddy (away goes 
the fine soil particles and soluble 
plant food) and as the rain con­ 
tinues the flowing water gradually 
becomes clearer— the fine particles 
and fertility is gone from the su r­ 
face. 
Probably by this tim e the 
w ater has started to run on the 
surface of the deep plowed field— 
the rain is unusually long and 
heavy—but he will notice th a t the 
first water to run here is com para­ 
tively clear, because the fine p ar­ 
ticles and soluble plant food has 
had room and tim e to go down into 
and catch with the soil so th at by 
the time the deeply stirred soil 
has become filled with water there 
is little left on the Burlace to be 
carried off by the surplus— it is 
all safe in the ground, along with a 
good store of water for future use 
of the crop. 
F arm er A, the owner of the 
deep plowed field, in losing very 
little but gaining lots, while his 
neighbor across the way, Farm er 
B, is losing heavily in both soil 
and plant food and water and he 
is fretting at the rain now but he 
will fie the first to want it to come 
again when the hot, dry weather 
sets in. 
W hile F arm er B, 
with netted 
brow, is restlessly walking tho 
floor to the music of tho 4‘rain 
drops’ patter on the roof,” Farm er 
A stands in his doorway, with one 
leg leisurely throw n across 
the 
other; his hand soused deep into 
his breeches pockets; a shoulder 
resting against 
the door facing, 
whistles soft and easy to the sam e 
tune as he views and pleasantly 
adm ires the out-pour of n atu re’s 
blessing and dream s of the fields 
of waving green that will be th a n k ­ 
ful for it, as they bravely shake 
out their grateful odors to the 
scorching rays of a sum m er’s sun.

cost of living of 4.6 per cent over prices 
prevailing a year ago. 
While some 
activity is still the feature at iron fur­ 
naces and steel mills, and old orders 
are filled as rapidly as possible, there is 
no immediate prospect of catching ap 
with contracts, especially as each day 
brings new business with deliveries run­ 
ning far into next- year. 
Idle plants 
are resuming as rapidly as arrange­ 
ments can be made and tin plate mills 
are adopting the latest aud best pro­ 
cesses. 
Domestic needs are so urgent in near­ 
ly all branches of this industry that ex­ 
pert orders are receiving scanty atten­ 
tion, but there is reason to expect mach 
activity in foreign sales whenever the 
home trade resumes a normal position.
